You are hereby notified to meet at Lowe Opera Block in said town 
on the second Tuesday of March next at nine of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects, to wit: 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Moderator to preside 
over said meeting. 


2. Tochoose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk for the en- 
suing year. 


cy | To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen, one or 
more Road Agents, and all other necessary Town Officers, Agents and 
Auditors for the ensuing year. 


4. To choose one Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 


5. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue new notes to pay for the sewer notes due September 1, 1910, for 
a term not to exceed ten years, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
support of town poor, to pay Town Officers and all other necessary 
expenses arising within the town. 
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7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay 
town sewer notes and water bonds, including interest on same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road leading from 
‘the Main Road in the East part of the town to what is known as the 
James Gallagher lower farm. 


g. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for build- 
ing and repairing highways and bridges, including money for perma- 
nent improvements in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 35, 
laws of 1905.

Dear Sir: 


The Governor and Council have considered the apportionments to 
be made for the year 1g1o for the construction of the trunk lines 
authorized by the Legislature of 1909 and while no definite action has 
been taken it is probable that there will be apportioned to your town 
three dollars from the state treasury for each dollar contributed by the 
town. 


The length to be constructed through your town is such that it 
seems advisable that the town appropriate as much as possible in order 
to get as much road as possible. The funds available are sufficient so 
that it is probable that however large an amount you appropriate the 
state can meet it in the proportion mentioned above. 


The Governor and Council desire to get as much construction done 
this year as possible and therefore you are urged to do all in your 
power to secure as large an appropriation as the town can afford to 
make.

To the Inhabitants and Taxpayers of the Town of 
Northumberland : 


In accordance with the requirements of the law, we herewith submit 
a report of our doings during the year ending February 15th, Igto. 


We have tried to arrange our report so each department will show 
the amount of money that was appropriated for it, and also the 
amount that was expended for the same. 


You will find by carefully examining the report that some of the 
departments have not exceeded the amount appropriated while others 
have exceeded the appropriation on account of some unforeseen cir- 
cumstances. | 


The appropriation on highways and bridges has been exceeded on 
account of having to rebuild the Bean bridge on Brooklyn street, and 
on account ofa serious washout at Northumberland. 


We also call your attention to the road agent’s report in the south- 
east part of the town, who overrun his account by some $350.00 on 
account of R.S. Downing giving him to understand that he could 
have $1000 on highways after he had been limited to $700 by our 
board. 


We especially call your attention to the water system report, which 
shows the actual expense of the system and the amount received from 
the same. The expense has exceeded that of last year on account of 
laying 840 ft. of 4 inch water pipe and installing two new hydrants on 
Prebble street.
